PU  Extension  Council  at  Center 
for  Briefing  on  Expansion  Plans 


Thirty  members  of  the  Purdue 
University  Extension  Council  flew 
into  Baer  Field  from  Lafayette  on 
Thursday  morning,  November  5  for 
a  meeting  scheduled  to  be  held  in 
the  Fort  Wayne  Center.  The  reas- 
on for  the  scheduling  of  the  meet- 

Inter -Collegiate 
Commission 
Forming  in  City 

For  the  past  three  weeks,  dele- 
gates from  each  of  nine  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
area  have  met  to  establish  the  In- 
ter-Collegiate Commission  of  Fort 
Wayne  to  coordinate  college  activ- 
ity programs. 

The  Commission  may  include 
Purdue  University  Center;  Indiana 
University  Center;  St.  Joe,  Park- 
view, and  Lutheran  Schools  of 
Nursing;  St.  Francis  College;  In- 
diana Technical  College;  Fort 
Wayne  Commercial  College;  and 
International   Business  College. 

The  Commission  wil  have  a  three- 
fold purpose  if  the  hopes  of  the 
founding  students  are  realized. 
First,  it  will  serve  as  an  agency 
for  publicizing  the  activities  of  all 
of  the  member  schools.  This,  it  is 
believed,  will  increase  the  attend- 
ance at  all  college  and  university 
social  functions  by  making  sure 
that  all  students  are  aware  of  the 
activities  to  take  place.  Ideas  and 
advertising  devices  will  be  discussed 
and  shared  by  all  member  organ- 
izations. 

Second,  the  Inter-Collegiate  Com- 
mission will  attempt  to  prevent  con- 
flicting events  as  are  now  often 
staged.  Dances  and  any  other  ac- 
tivity open  to  all  schools  will  be 
planned  in  such  a  maner  that  there 
will  be  more  evenings  of  activities 
and  fewer  on  the  same  date.  This 
also  will  serve  to  increase  the  at- 
tendance at  each  of  the  schools' 
programs  of  activities. 

Third,  it  is  believed  by  the  Com- 
mission delegates  that  an  organiza- 
tion of  this  form  can  act  as  a  link 
connecting  the  schools  on  the  col- 
lege level  and  the  area  newspapers. 
In  doing  so  it  will  insure  more 
effective  and  efficient  publicity  of 
activities. 

At  the  November  13  meeting  a 
subsidiary  committee  was  selected 
to  study  the  administrative  and  so- 


ing  for  this  Center  was  to  give  the 
council  members  an  opportunity  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the 
operations  here,  and  to  bring  them 
up  to  date  on  progress  of  plans  for 
the  proposed  Indiana-Purdue  Cen- 
ter to  be  built  at  the  intersection 
of  the  Circumurban  Highway  and 
State  Route  37  northeast  of  town. 
Coming  to  the  Center  by  bus 
from  Baer  Field,  the  group  enjoyed 
a  brief  coffee  hour  with  the  faculty 
in  the  lounge  and  then  went  to  the 
library  where  they  were  briefed  on 
several  aspects  of  the  Center  opera- 
tion. Between  this  meeting  and 
Noon,  the  members  who  wished  it 
were  conducted  through  the  build- 
ing to  see  some  classes  and  labor- 
atories in  operation. 

A  lunchean  at  Hall's  Guest  House 
was  attended  by  the  council,  faculty 
members  and  several  other  friends 
of  the  university.  Here  Mr.  A.  W. 
Kettler,  Purdue  University  trustee 
and  member  of  the  board  of  the 
foundation  for  the  proposed  new 
Center,  spoke  of  the  origin  of  the 
movement  for  the  joint  center  and 
then  told  the  council  of  the  pro- 
gress that  has  been  made  toward 
this  objective.  He  showed  some 
preliminary  sketches  that  architects 
have  made  in  land  use  studies  of 
the  proposed  campus. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Lawshe.  Dean  of  Uni- 
versity Extension,  and  chairman  of 
the  council  told  the  group  that  a 
committee  had  been  formed  to  work 
with  the  architects  and  to  work  out 
a  system  of  management  and  ad- 
ministration. He  also  pointed  out 
that  the  new  Center  is  to  be 
thought  of  as  having  joint  occu- 
pancy of  the  facilities  rather  than 
a  joint  program,  at  least  for  tht- 
time  being.
